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The River Leam runs through the midst of the 
fashionable “Royal Leamington Spa,” as it has been 
known since the year 1838, when H.M. Queen Victoria 
paid a visit there. The banks of this pretty little river 
(a tributary of the Avon) are here laid out with pleasant 
waterside walks and verdant lawns, the green 
monotony of which is enlivened by gaily coloured 
flower beds ; in other places a luxuriant growth 
of trees and shrubs fringes the water’s edge. 
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
